The Decatur correspondent of the Springfield (111.) 
Daily Journal gives the following account of a little 
affair that recently occurred in that miniature city, 
the parties being a well-known ex-hotel keeper and 
the wife of a saloon keeper: 

One night last week the husband of this woman, 
returning home from his saloon at an earlier hour 
than usual, was startled by his wife's screams, pro- 
ceeding from within the house. On endeavoring to 
open the front door, he found it locked, and, rushing 
around to the back door, forced it open and succeed- 
ed in making his entrance. On entering, he found 
the personage aforesaid in his back room, and his 
wife in the front, who proceeded to inform him how 
the grain dealer had forced his way into the house 
and endeavored by his threats, force, and persuasion 
to accomplish his object. The "infuriated husband" 
immediately caught the gentleman by the coat col- 
lar, and, drawing out an extremely disagreeable 
looking and most provokingly sharp knife, proceed- 
ed to inform him that if he did not pay him for his 
wounded honor, he would cut his throat and chop 
him up into mince meat. Whereupon a note for 
$2,000, payable six months after date, was drawn 
up and handed over to the husband, and the gay 
Lothario allowed to depart with a whole skin, but 
nearly frightened to death.

Washington- Rumors —Some of the Washington 
letter writers report that advices received by the 
War Department from the Utah expedition are of a 
disastrous character, that Brigham Young will bring 
8,000 men in the Held, and that a large numl*r of 
Mormons from Texas and California will hasten to 
Salt Lake. But Ion, the Washington correspondent 
of the Baltimore Sun, says that Col. Johnson's force 
is quite sale. His officers and men were only anx- 
ious that no reinforcements should arrive prior to an 
engagement w ith the Mormons, if one they mean to 
have. The Mormons, as a body, it is reported by 
some, cannot be driven into actual resistance to the 
troops, even by the order of Brigham Young. Some 
will probably migrate, and others will submit, and 
be arrested, tried, an l punished for crimes and mis- 
demeanors. 

The same correspondent says: 

The treasury notes are not quite as current, it is 
said, as was expected. A aupplv of them will be 
in the hand* of the assistant treasurer at New York 
to-morrow to be exchanged for specie. Some of the 
banks receive the notes on deposit from their cus- 
tomeis. The currency of the notes is said to be 
obstructed bv the difficulty of computing the inte- 
rest. This could have been avoided by tixing the 
interest at a cent a day instead of three per cent, 
per annum.

AFFAIRS AT FRANKFORT.

Frankfort, Jan. 27, 1858. 
Frankfort hotels, boarding houses, streets, and 
avenues are al out as much crowded to-day as they 
well could be wkh persons ia attendance upon the 
American Convention now in ses-ion. The Democ- 
racy bragged greatly over the number they had in 
i-tt'tditH-e at their recent pow-wow, but* I guess 
tho«e of them who are here felt considerably humil- 
iate I at lindiug the American convention *»o much 
mor3 numerously attended, and tho-'e of them who 
are absent will participate in the fee'iag when they 
bear that not only the hall, the galleries, and the 
lobbies were crowded to suffocation, but that the ro- 
tunda was full and that numbers were standing in 
the passages and in the \ard. I suppose we will 
hear no more of the boast that the convention of the 
8th of Jannary was the largest ever held in Ken- 
tucky. 

The greatest unanimity and good feeling prevail- 
ed, and the deliberations were in striki.ig contra;t 
with the noisy wtanglings and contentions which 
characterized the proceedings of the Democratic 
meeting a short time since. 

Of cour s e, w hen the whole city is brimming full 
of intense Americani in and tbe convention is in the 
midst of its deliberations. I cannot be expected to 
give a detailed account of the matters and things 
transpiring. At lea-t no one could expect it if he 
had been present when that old veteran American 
and true man Chilton Allen took the chair amid 
such a storm of enthusiasm and proceeded with the 
regular business in his owu felicitous mannsr. 

A Commi'cee on Resolutions, consisting of. E. I. 
Bullock and John McGuodwin, from the 1st; J. W. 
Crockett and J. S Jackson from the 2d; Dr. David 
King and Geo Writrht from the 3d; \V. T. Ward 
and W. C. Anderson from the 4th; \V. E. Riley and 
Samuel Havcraft from the 5th; Geo. W. Dunlap and 
W. C. Gillis from the 6th; R. Mallory and L. A. 
Whitely from the 7th; Garrett Davis and R. P. 
Letcher from the 8tb; Charles A. Marshall and Jas.

7. The true interests of the country, present and 
prospective, demand that foreign paupers and crim- 
inals should be excluded, and that the naturaliza- 
tion laws should be amended to guard against for- 
eign intluer.ee in the administration of the Govern- 
ment. D , , ^ 

8. Tbe right of suffrage in the States and Terri- 
tories should be restricted to otttzens of the United 
States, and the proposition of the Democracy to en- 
able altens to participate in the formation of State 
constitutions, is a gross perversion of principle, and 
the best evidence that time and events have added 
to the reasons that tirst induced the organisation of 
the American party. 

9 The abuses of power and ultra tendencies of 
the so-called Democratic party call for the earnest 
opposition of every friend of the Union and the Con- 
stitution. _ . . , 

10. That all the States of the Luion are entitled 
to participate in the public bounty, and that the 
policy of the party in power, by which tbe public 
lands" are appropriated in large quantities to particu- 
lar States, is unjust, unequal, and ought not to be 
tolerated. • v 

11. That we hold it as a cardinal principle that 
divisions growing out of questions of constitutional 
construction must, under our form of government, 
be ultimately determined by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, whenever it cm be applied to the 
decision of a suit; and it is the duty of all loyal citi- 
zens to acquiesce in snch decisions.

Daring t! e w hole 
time of their visit, tie ground wis heaving beneath 
them. There was universal panic and grief, aiul no 
light part of it arose from the fact that there was 110 
one to search beneath the ruins or to burv the dead 
I ?j*ak of the 21st and 2-»d ult.— that is to say, of 
six davs after the date of the disaster. Letter* 
from llrienza of the 31st ult. say that no relief hid 
l>een as yet received. Mv informants, in wander- 
ing through Polla, could get no food, and even 
bread was wanting in many places. Those who 
were dugout alive— some after six or eight days of 
living burial— awoke to famine and death. The 
details which I receive are more horri'de than can 
be easily conceived. 

Since writing the alwve, other and more afflicting 
detail i have arrived of the desolation occasioned by 
the earthquake. Laurcnzara, Tito, Brienza, Marsi- 
canuovo have almost entirely disappeared. The 
King himself says that upwards of 15,000 have 
perished, and from what I heard, savs my very 
sensible informant, the real number must be ceaiey 
double. People who have come from the spot re- 
port that the groans of the sufferers w ere he ud from 
beneath tbe ruins several days after the disaster, 
and that, horrible to relate, on some bodies being 
taken out, it was found that they had devoured a por- 
tion of their arms. There were none to aid them, 
none to extricate the dying, none to burv the dead, 
none to give bread to the famishing. Thousands of 
soldiers are maii.tained at the expanse of the State 
to support "order," but they could not be sent to 
save thousands from perishing. Many steamers 
were lying in harbor, the expensive toys of the sov- 
ereign" but, with one or two tardy exceptions, they 
have remained snug in port. People cannot refrjio 
from comparing the tardiness displayed on the pres- 
ent melancholy occasion with the promptitude dis- 
played in the month of June last, when rebels land- 
ed m Sapri. 

FOREIGN ITEMS. 

According to a Belgian paper, the funded proper- 
ty of the house of Kothschild, of Paris, amounts at 
present to forty millions sterling. 

The bakers of Paris made a New Year's present 
to the poor of IM\iM pounds of bread, in place of 
the presents t bey have forme. ly 111. d? trie cotks of 
their customers. 

The weather in England continues as remarkably 
mild as on this side. Vegetation, in some parts of 
the couniry, is in as forward a state as it usually- is 
in April. There are gardens in the vicinity of "the 
metropolis where summer roses are in full bloom. 

From Teheran we learn that a n yal order has just 
been issued prohibiting the entry into Persia of the 
shawls of Cashmere. The Governors of Meched 
and Kirman have received instructions to u-e all 
their efforts in developing tbe ancient native manu- 
facture of shawls, and in seeking to improve the 
fineness and quality of the fabrics. 

The nuns of Pau, who have earred a world-wide 
fame for their success in embroider* - , have received 
instructions to furnish a large quantity of handker- 
chiefs, embroidered with the names >■( the various 
members of the royal family, iutended as presents 
for the wives and daughters of certain d : plomatic 
jiersonages expected to arrive in England on the 
occasion of the approaching happy marriage. 

The Loudon Globe says: "The paragraph lately 
goin;? the round of the papers upoa the subject of 
the Crown jewels contains an important inaccuracy. 
The jewels constituting the liegaiia at the l'o*ver are 
not those respecting which there has been a question 
l>etween our Court and that of Hanover. Some 
jewels belonging to George II., and some in the pos- 
session of Queen Charlotte, were, it seem-, the sub- 
ject of a bequest to the Crown of Hanover. Under 
that liequest they were claimed, and her Majesty 
having submitted the claim to competent authority", 
its validity was admitted. The Crown of Hanover, 
however, has nothing to say as to the Regalia, which 
will remain as at present." 

A private letter received in Marseille* from Egypt, 
gives a very di couraging description of the state of 
that country. The tinancal crisis which inflicted 
such injury iu- Europe and the Unitrd States has 
been felt in Alexandria. Money was excessively 
scarce, and 4 percent, per month was freely given 
for the discount of the best bills. Business was dull, 
and a certain description of Egyptian produce had 
fallen 50 per cent. Still, up to the 20th of Decem- 
ber, the date of the letter, no failure of any conse- 
quence had been announced. Said Pasha, the 
Viceroy, had left for Upper Egypt, for the purpo a 
of levying tribute among the Fellahs.

Not to mention the inci- 
dental a lvuiir.iges to science result ing»froin such a 
se ie-s of 00 ferv.ilioiis, direct ad. ji.r iges, 1 oth eo- 
noniical atd social, would grow out of this fore- 
knowledge of tlw approach of rain and ct>ld storms, 
and in ail cases where notice was received by the 
press 36 hours in advance, it* daily issues could 
give at least half a day's notice to the reading far- 
mer, gardener, or nomologist, and thereby enable 
him to ward off injuries which he would l>e perfect- 
ly impotent to avert if tli* presenc of the danger 
gave the first warning of its approach. 

The social advantaue3 derivable from such a source 
are unmistakable. The weather is a subject of uni- 
versal interest, and constitutes the burden of the 
prelude te almost every effort at social converse. It 
thunders, its lightens, it is snoring, it is raining, it 
is cold, it is pTeasan*, and countle » MlilMI of this 
sort show this to I* a peculiar and privileged sub- 
ject — • case in which linguists by common consent 
allow the use of the pronoun without antecedent, 
either because the subject is too familiar to need it 
or too mysterious to admit of it. Surely upon such 
a subject we cannot know too much. Its greatest 
social advantage, however, would l>e its tendency 
to lessen human suffering, which I shall illustrate 
by an incident of 1807, for a \ivi i account of the 
details of which we are indebted to the fact that all 
the time an ineffaceable impression of the event w as 
graven upon the tablets of the memory af the nar- 
rator by bitter suffering. On a pleasant Thursday 
in February, 1x07, tbe narrator, then an inexperi- 
enced lad, was gathering corn in this county, man- 
aging a f>ur horse team.

We L.etday's Proceeding*— Concluded. 

Washin<;t..>\ Jan. 27. 
Sf note.— Mr. Pujrh presented joint resolutions from 
tli*? Legislature if Oilio. 

Mr. Wade declared thit they were disreputable iu 
their character. 

At the impatient demand rf several Senators tbev 
were read. These resolution* express entire confi- 
dence in the integrity and abili'y of the Chief Ma^i — 
trate: say that the Admini?'. ration commands their 
cordial and undivided suppDrt: reaitirtnthe doctrines 
of the Cincinnati \ latform: regard the refusal of the 
Lecompton conwniioh to submit the constitution to 
the people as nhMMll for the ;>eaoe of that coun- 
try . M declare ic to l>e their unalterable ju.lj.ineU 
that every constitution if a new State of this Union, 
unless otlierw ise directed by the jeople. ought to be 
ru l ssferted to the bora Me *l«ctnr« « f *«eh Yefritwr 
for tltfir approral or rt j«-e'» >u and co..c!uues. iil- 
the Representatives, and requesting the 
a of Oldo, to vote against the admission of 
under the Lecompton constitution, or any 
other not clearly expressive af the will of the neo- 
ple. 

Mr. Wade remarked that the reason why he stig- 
matized the resolutio-s as disreputable* was. tfctU 
they dii not speik out with that manly independence 
with which the Legislature of a sovereign State 
should always speak upon any question of sufficient 
importance for expressing any opinion at all. 

These resolutions endorse the President and pledge 
themselves to support every jot and title of the ad- 
ministration, when they intend to coacli.de by in- 
structing their Senators to vote against the only 
great daring measure of the administration has pre- 
sented. Why not come directly to the questiou at 
issue, and, with that calm digt.ity which Ik comes a 
sovereign State, declare and atmo ince their pur- 
poses and their will? Whv go crouching like mis- 
erable slaves to the administration and hypocriti- 
cally declare that they have the fullest contidence 
in it. when they mean to end by declaring their 
stern determination 'o orpo<» the cnly important 
m<»i: - ..re it li-s brought lor*ard?° 

Toe President not only announces his de'ermina- 
tion not to allow the people of Kansas t» make their 
own constitution, hut to fore? upon them MM made 
by their ■sMiitM and compel obedience to ic with 
the point of tire bayonet. 

Mr. Wade proposed, if i: -.boulJ come to that, to 
resume the same argument where our fathers left it. 
The South had not upon their plantations a more 
craven-spirited set of people than tbo^e who passed 
those resolutions. [Laughter.] Of course there 
was no necessity for their instructing Lim how to 
vote. [Uenewei laughter.") If the Executive 
should (•er.-ist in this policy, he was a tyrant, and 
deserved the frowns and repfobratiou of every man. 
The resolutions call his policy unfortur.a e. bM be 
called it downright knavery and tyrany. which de- 
minded not argument but action. It tends to break 
peace and stir up civil war. Notwithstanding all 
this, they do not lose their contidence in liim. They 
say, although we adhere to him, we instruct vou to 
throw his message in his face, and for one he (Wade) 
was ready to do it. [Laughter.] The resolutions 
were not the voice of the people" of Ohio, and met 
with no sympathy or acquiescence from the IJernb- 
lican party. They were crowded down the throats 
of the Republicans in the Ohio Legislature by a 
cowardly majority urder gag rule because thev 
dared not face the sc^rn and con'empt which would 
have l>een heap- d timn them. Hj<1 BKJ l<een per- 
mitted the lili-rty of spteeb, the lira- e. ge» erous 
people of Ohio would have spoken on* oir-fth with- 
out catering to f*vor any mar; bo -11 ■• and irdeji. n- 
dentiy would they have pronounced their will. The 
resolutions we-e" passed under the statement that 
haste was indispensable; end jet mote rtan ten 
days have elapsed, during which time fh»-y have 
slept iu some man's breeche I portal. He wa- M ill- 
ing to go with the Legislature and resis' to the dtat!: 
an attempt to force the lecompton cou.-titution, or 
any other not the will of the people, upon them. 
This is the first attempt since the American revolu- 
tion to steal away the liberties of the t«ople. It 
must be the la.t. 

Mr, Pugh would not interfere with the si«/;al or- 
der bv making a speech now. When the JLecomp 
ton Constitution was presented, be woula express 
his views upon it at length, and take the opportunity 
to correct his collsague in some matters off fact.

Preceding the consideration of the army hil\ Mr. 
Gwin submitted a substitute providing" five new 
r -'.ments according to the recommendation of the 
Be ceeta ry of War. Rejected by 8 against 38. 

Mr. bell said he could perceive no absolute neces- 
sity tor the proposed increase to the regular force. 
He bud heard it smrirested that the services of vol- 
unteers had l>etn offered, and he presumed that they 
would bo sufficient for the present emergency. 

Mr. Iverson remarked that the fact of our gallant 
soldiers being in a condition to require reinforcement 
was sufficient to insure the passage of the bill. The 
mere item of expense should rot influence Senators 
under the present circumstances. In the growing 
condition of the country it ought to be expected that 
the. expenses of military establishments would be 
annually increased. As lias been said, it was true 
Uiat the forces had been used in Kansas, not to con- 
trol popular sovereignty or assert a minority and put 
down the majority, but to keep the peace and main- 
tain the supremacy of the laws there. He regretted 
as much as any one the necessity of their employ- 
ment, but if it had not been for this, long before now 
i. an abolitionist would have been left to desecrate 
and pollute the soil of the territory. Lawrence, that 
sink of folly, filth, and falsehood, would long ago 
have been razed to the ground. The history of that 
place might have lieen written in the words* " Law- 
rence was." Much has been s«id about the border 
ruffiians of Missouri, but he did not know a worse 
set of marauding ruffians than those under Jim Lane. 
If there was a band of ruffians more despicable than 
another, it was that same band. Indeed, if one 
could take the infernal regions from the center to the 
circumference and from the surface to the l>ottom, he 
did not believe that a set so infamous could be fished 
out. 

The debate was continued on Utah, when set era! 
Senators expressing a desire to speak on the subject, 
an adjournment took place. 

House. — Mr Leach said the peopleihave a high re- 
gard for the presidential offi:e, and for the function- 
ary himself when worthy, but they have learned 
from sad experience how for the President has 
strayed from the landmarks of freedom. Passing 
over the iniquities perpetrated in Kansas, he pro- 
ceeded to speak of the President's recommendation 
for an indemnity to Spain for the Annistad case. 
Congress had not hitherto deemed the case worthy 
of a serious consideration. It had long slept quiet- 
ly, and its repose should not now be disturbed. In 
conclusion he argued against the extension of slav- 
ery, and demanded that all the Territories and the 
District of Columbia should be purged of the curse. 

Mr. Avery briefly alluded to the unwarrantable 
usurpation of Com. Paulding. He declared that 
the Clayton Bulwer treaty was a mil lew and a 
blight to the progress of American institutions, and 
should be abrogated. He favored the application 
of the Monroa doctrine, and the acquisition of Cuba, 
which was of great importance to this country, and 
was doubtless so regarded by the enlightened "states- 
man who fills the presidential chair. 

Mr. Thompson, of New York, went into a full 
historv of the Mormons, showing that their govern- 
ment bleids in one the qualities of the Church and 
State, in imitation of the Hebrew theocract ; power 
and polygamy bold their leaders together; and not 
one American among them would stay there longer 
than he could help if both these luxuries were de- 
nied them. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Giddings a^ked whether the Mormons have 
not as much power, under the doctrine of squatter 
sovereignty, to establish polygamy as other Terri- 
tories have to establish 6lavorv. 

Mr. Thompson replied that he did not wish to mix 
with the question of slavery, and proceeded to con- 
demn polygamy as being against the moral law and 
the opinion of the civdEzea world. In view of the 
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law making polygamy a crime, and send a force 
there to scatter" every harem to the four wiuds. 
He would apprehend all conspirators who would l»e 
found to include the head of every seraglio. He 
would trv them for treason, and have every one 
found gui'ty hanged. Excluding .11 Mormons from 
participating in the proceedings c f the court. He 
would spare the inhabitant*, and five them a re- 
publican form of government, and see that thev 
enjoyed it without the heel of de-potism cn their 
reck- : and if ail this faiLd, he would turn their ter- 
ritory into a vast milirnrv camp to protect the high- 
way" to the Pacific. What is necessary to be per- 
foruud thculd be done now, whether volunteers 
should be emr loved or not. He stood committ- d to 
stop the march of this prairie fire liefore it shall ex- 
tend and involve the country iu the conflagration. 
The committee ro'e. 

Mr. HarrN. of UlmoH, made a partial report f-om 
the Committ'ecn Elections, declaring it inexpedient 
to allow Campbell, as he requested, further time to 
take supplementary testimony affecting his seat, 
which i* contested by Vallatidingham. 

Mr. Gilrrore made the minority report. 

Mr. Stepfceca, from the same committee, offered s 
ie-ulir.iin which was adopted, admitting Mr. Va!- 
badingham to the floor daring the proceedings in 
the Ohio coutested election case, ard giving him the 
prh iie^e to speak as to it« merits. 

Mr. H.»rris said he would shortly call up the sul - 
ect. Adjourned.

New York, Jan. 27. 

The new steamship Moses Taylor has arrived from 
Aspinwall. bringing California advices to the Tath 
iost.

There was also a majority of 4,000 in favor of the 
constitution and 1,500 against the admission of free 
negroes.

South America. — Mr. Sonter has l>een arrested at 
Lima, charged with having organized a filibuster 
expedition in the United States in favor of General 
Echemgene. 

Cant. Duane, of the American ship Lammequer, 
complains of an outrage on his boat's crew and an 
insult to himself, committed by the officers of a Pe- 
ruvian war steamer. 

Sandwich Islannds. — The captain of an American 
whaling ship has been pursued and caught within a 
league of the coast of the Sandwich Islands and 
compelled to return and pay the debts incurred 
while in port. The American commissioner sanc- 
tioned the seizure. 

Calffornta — The San Francisco papers are barren 
of news. The intelligence from the mines is very 
favorable. Business was dull both at San Francis- 
co and in the interior. Fine specimens of staple cot- 
ton have been raised in Tuelare county. 

John Murphey, of Pittsburg, has been murdered 
in San Francisco. 

A slight shock of an earthquake was experienced 
at San Francisco on the 20th ult. 

The California Legislature convened on the 4th. 
The Governor will probably recommend the taxa- 
tion of the mining claims. The question will prob- 
ably cause a serious quarrel in the Democratic party.
